HE [ight Hon Malcolm 
Macdonald, Governor-General 
of Southeast Asia ts not, visiting 
Hongkong officially; he is en 
route to Chinn to pay courtesy 
catts on Canton, Nanking and 
Shangchal, -Nevertheless, Mr 
Macdonald's appearance In the 
Colony revives tn the local mind 
the subject of citizenship, because 
‘this has become one of the biz 
Issues In the important area which 
Mr Macdonald today representr 
the King. Citlzenshlp, or rathec 
Inck of defined citlzenshlp, has 
been a small Hongkong heartache 
for some time. Real consclous- 
ness of the subject, and all Its 
implications, however, did not be- 
come aroused until after she 
liberation, Since then ft has 
crup.ped up in several ways. One 
compelling. instance revo Ives 
ground the electoral system for 
the proposed -municipal council.

QNE section of our travel photo 

album is devoted to land- 
marks so famous that they 
identify a city. - There is the 
Are de Triomphe and Eiffel 
Tower of Paris, the Escorial of 
Madrid, the late Brandenburg 
Gate of Berlin,’ Westminster 
Palace and Big Ben in London, 
and St Florian’s Gate in Cracow, 
Poland. 


ds perhaps the most remarkable, just 
as this ancient capital city Is re- 
markable, too. There {it stands, de-: 
fending the muin_ part of the city, 
with its high, battlemented tower. 
Nearby are the ancient watchtowers 
dedicated .to various craft guilds 
such as joiners, furrlers, weavers 
and lacemakers, together, with a 
fifteenth century immense round’ 
tower with seven huge turrets, the 
only one of its kind in Europe, a 
type of defence introduced by the 
Grusaders fromthe Near East. And 
that'is only one facet of the me- 
dlacval gem that is Cracow, where, 
for centuries, Pollsh kings were 
crowned and Pollsh heroes buried. 


Off Beaten Track 


Cracow . has never been a busy, 
bustling clly like Warsaw. True, the 
ancient city was modernised about 
80 years ogo, and. more’s the pity! 
For the modernisatlon was no im- 
provement,’ and only spoiled what 
might have been ao well-preserved 
mediaeval city..But enough has been 
left unspoiled to have been a magnet 
for travellers for years until the 
war, especially those travellers al- 
ways in search of something off the 
beaten track. 


From tho citadel, the Wawel, high 
above the Vistula, mighty fortifica- 
tions once “ringed the city, walls 
paralicled by o brond moat, and 
punctuated by 47 watch towers and 
gates, cach one under the care of the 
town's guild craftsmen. And of this 
wonderful rampart, nothing re- 
mains but. the aforementioned -&.
